instead of 1500 pounds being is­ 
sued, this producer would only 
receive 840 ponds after the cor­ 
rection factor had been applied, 
then there would be an addition- 
al 116 pounds added to the 840 
pounds allowing cert ficates for 
956 nounds. It can, he says, readi­
